This name refers to the small 
Jewish area ai the southern 
end of the Dead Sea, the sup- 
posed site of the former Penta- 
polis of Genesis’ fame: Sdom, 
Amorah. Admah, Tzeboim, and 
Tsoar. 

It is doubtful, however, whe- 
ther the four destroyed cities 
ithe fifth, Tsoar, was miracu- 
fously saved because of Loth) 
were really located at the 
southern end of the Dead 
Sea. The Arab tradition, . in- 
herited from Byzance, gave 
the name of Jebel Usdum to 
the salty hills of the south, 
and modern French archae- 
ology, represented by the late 
Father Lagrange of the Ecole 
biblique de Jérusaiem, sup- 
ported the sudist theory. But, 
during the last seventy years, 
British and other archaeolo- 
gists and writers have been 
hard at work to prove, not 
without success, that the Pen- 
tapolis was actually bulit at 
the northern end of the Dead 
Sea. in the Kikar Hayarden, 
the Jordan's circle, as des- 
cribed by Genesis.

The painting of the mother’s 
head and neck, if taken by 
itself as a- portrait and 
from the remainder of the 
canvas, is a lovely and cold- 
ly lyrical expression. Unfor- 
tunately, the artist's concern 
with a symbol, the combining 
of the child’s head with the 
suggestion of the sun ‘or 
moon) streaming its halo 
about the figures as in the 
tracditione! Madonna and Child 
representations, is handled 
with crassness. The cold inky 
blue of the canvas is jarred 
by the uwnashamed vellow of the 
child's head and the drawing 
of the child’s and of the 
mother’s arms is as clumsy 
a riece of work as the line 
of the mother’s head is grace- 
ful. As is evident from Pu- 
gacz’s second canvas, “Ai 
Night”, which has nothing to 
recommend it, the artist is 
searching for an expression 
which he has not yet been 
able to grasp. One feels, 
nevertheless, that an idea is 
there and perhaps the artist 
wih! find his way in his later 
development.
